TEUHIIIMi KXPLOSION. 


Fearful I.o«» of l.lto. -Wen Torn In 


Piocoa, Scalded nud fflalrucd. 


SAN FBANCISOO, Oal., Fob. K.— A des- 


patch from Stockton says that a terrible ex- 
plosion took place at half-past two o'clock 
today at tho head of Stockton Slough, on El 
Dorado street. A crowd of moro than two 
hundred people had assembled to witness 
the trial of a now propeller pump set in tho 
slough and run by a threshing ongiuo. 
Those who stood near were prostrated ; tho 
body of the englno was blown a distance of 
ISO feet through, the crowd. 


The dead lay prostrate in every direction, 


some falling into tho slough of tho bridge. 
Ton or twolvo dead bodies lay in ono heap 
at the northwest corner of the bridge. 
Others lay atrewn dead and dying on the 
street, blown from fifty to ono hundred 
feet. Tho heads at eomo wero blown to 
pieoes. Others wero blown to tho ground 
with such force as to break every bono in 
their bodies. Faces, hands and whole per- 
sona wero stoamod in dirt, smoke and cin- 
ders. 


Tho wounded were promptly oared for, 


and the dead were left undisturbed until the 
excitement of tbo moment had subsided, 
when they were removed to tho Coroner's 
Office. 


Tho explosion was tho result of reckless- 


ness on tho part of the engineer. 
The 


steam gauge refused to work, and after the 
engineer had attempted to fix it and failed 
ae screwed down the safety valvo and went 
on with his work. The explosion occurred 
about fifteen minutes afterward. 


The wounded numbor twenty-six, three 


or four,, of whom aro not likely to recover, 
ilany wero blown a considerable distance 
and escaped uninjured. 
The body of tho 


ingine, weighing 2,500 pounds, was blown 
over the telegraph wires and landed on tho 
5laza. 


Men are still engaged In dragging tho 


ilough in hopes of recovering bodies whioh 
aro supposed to have been thrown into the 
lough by the explosion.

EGYPTIAN TAXES. 


No tax in Egypt is regulated by law. The 


superior authority asks, tho inferior author- 
ity demands, and tho lowest authority takes, 
just what the treasury has ordered, and 
there is no appeal. Now taxes are Imposed 


afc discretion, and are occ&iionally quite ab- 
surd. For example, when a bridge is built, 
tho charge for it is imposed on tbo boatmen 
whose boats are impeded by the bridge, not 
on tho passengers whose journey its facili- 
tated. All "who do not own land pay the tax 
on professions, because, not being land- 
owners, they might take to professions, if 
they liked. Egyptians are not allowed to 
pwn scales, because they might evado tho 
weighing-tax ; while tho salt-tax is levied 
according to population, whioh is never 
counted, but fixed by an order, 
which

FARM AND GABDEN. 


s ON Liam Soil,.—A correspond- 


ent of the Country Gentleman writes : "I 
find no soil so favorable to the growth of 
berries us a eandy loam. The proportion 
of aand may be quite large, if manure is put 
It the surface, BO that its strength may be 
washid down as needed. Even with only a 
mulch of leaves and weedfl the Mnnkhnrry 
will thrive In what seems almost pure sand, 
u in different sections of the country, no- 
tably in the North Woods, whioh supplies 
Central New York to so great an extent with 
this berry. A manure mulch is the great 
requisite, both in a droughty and in a wet 
season ; in the former to gather moisluro, 
•nd in both to get fertility. 


"The superiority of sand over olaj for tho 


long blackberry, I have seen demonstrated 
under circumstances that can admit ot no 
doubt. It was where « knoll of sand oc- 
curred in a clay section; the berries on tho 
knoll wera a much greater success—stnlk 
ftnd root of enormous growth, penetration 
the sand vertically to the depth of some 
eight or ten feet. 
On the clay soil only a 


few rods distant, and all about the fields, 
there was invariably only the ordinary 
growth. Much the sama I find is the case 
with tha strawberry. 
If. wants room for its 


roots, and like all berries, goes deep for 
moisture, much being required. 
It will 


thrive in clay, providing it is lightened up 
with some material like sod or other vegeta- 
ble matter well rotted. I have grown straw- 
berries successfully, and for three years in 
succession, on a rigid clay soil, by working 
it and keeping it mellow and feeding, mulch- 
ing, and watering the plants, whereas in 
Band only mulching and watering were re- 
quired, and the success was greater."
